CAMP GRAYLING — Resi- 
dents and vacationers may not 
have noticed it, but there was a 
war going on in the Grayling 
area part of this week. 

It was hard to tell because 
the entire war was fought on 
maps — and paper, 

As members of Ohio’s 37th In- 

isi ut their 
regular field training — live fir- 
ing every authorized weapon 
from the .45 caliber pistol to the 
eight-inch howitzer — its staff 
members at various levels took 
24 hours for the paper war. 

Named operation COBRA, the 
exercise pitted the division 
against a make-believe enemy 
that supposedly had invaded the 
northern part of the United 
States, ineluding north-central . 
Michigan. : 

The enemy was represented by 
controllers, in the-form of Army 
Advisors, who threw situations 
into the fighting to make life 
miserable for the division staff 
members. Problems such as 
guerilla infiltrations, cut com- 
munications and supply lines, 
aggressor air strikes, and air- 
borne drops. behind our lines 
were thrown into the situation 
to add realism. : 

While most of the 6,500 division 
members weren't directly taking 
part, the exercise had the ef- 
fect of being the real thing since 
the division was actually out in 
the field as it would be in com- 
bat. This made the problems of 
transportation and communica- 
tions particularly ‘realistic. 

The specific mission was to 
provide training for the staffs 
from division to battalion levels’ 
in the performance of duties that 
normally would be required of 
them in a combat situation. The 
emphasis was on a defensive sit- 
uation — actually setting up a 
defensive perimeter around the 
Grayling area, with all its ac- 
companying problems. 

Operation COBRA highlighted 
the first part of the second_week 
of summer training in the divi- 
sion’s 50th year. The last.part 
of the week will be highlighted 


around Ohio. ere 
_ The main body of units will 

move out early Saturday, with 

all units having cleared the 

Grayling area by late Saturday 
afternoon. Advance units will be-~ 
in moving out as early as—Fri- 
day. 
More than 900 Army Reservist,

Training during the second 
week, as during the first, con- 
eentrated on small unit (squad, 
platoon, gun, or tank crew) ex- 
ercises. 

Operation COBRA, in fact, is 
the first division-wide exercise 
conducted by the 37th on its 
own in several years.
